Miles, fo that if they gained upon thenr' + 
in the Morning proportionably to ' 
what they had done in the Night be- 
fore, they judged that by Noon they 
would be within Cannon- Shot ; thoſe 
that were in the Veſſel were a little 
apprchenfive, the fearful took chem-' - 
ſelves to Crying and Howling, the 
moſt reſolved, to their Arms: And 
the moſt reaſonable, concluded, that -

=_ purpoſe > Though the Captain 
ad experience enough to know that - 
he could not Defend himfelt long , yet ©* 
he choſe ' rather to die like a man of - 
Honour , then to yield and looſe that: 

Wealth he was folately and fo luckily - 
poſſeſt of. In this Alarum' and gene» - 
ral contuſion, Zelinds alone was not" 
aftogwiſht , and whilſt others —_— for * 
their * 
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their Goods, and' their Liberties , ſhe 
to whom all thefe things were indiffe- 
rent, (thought only for preſerving 
her Honour: After having throughly 
conſidered the danger ſhe was in, and 
the remedics it was capable of; She 
ſhut her ſelf into her Chamber with 
the Captains Wife, where the firſt 
thing ſhe did, was to throw -all her 
Ornaments into the Sea, leaſt they 
ſhould diſcover her, then cutting off 
the Fineſt Haire in the World, ſhe 
Wept a while in the conſideration of 
what Fortune had reduced her to; but 
at laſt ſhe called for a Suit of the Clo- 
thes of the Captains, and Diſguilcd her 
fe and Sex,» In the mean time the 
three Veſſels which they knew belong- 
ed to the Coaſt of Africa , came-with- 
i Cannon-Shot of them, and Diſ- 
charged a Gun, to ſee if they would 
Strike Saile, but finding they did not, 
but pretended to detend themlelves, 
when they came within convenient 
diſtance they gave them a Broad-Side : 
thoſe of the Veſſet did the ſame, but 
with a very different -ſuccels . for do- 
ing no harm at al to the Encmies, 
they 
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they had their Maſt and- two of their 
Sailes Shot m pieces, their Veſſel ex- 
treamly Shattered, and many of the 
Souldiers killed 3 at this noiſe Zelanda 
came out of her Chamber , and put 
her {elf among the foremoſt, -hoping 
that ſhe ſhould by 'that- means either 

be killed the ow or diſguiſe her ſelf 
the better , the Gombate was fo un-

theſe Veſſels was of the Kingdom of 
Barca, the people of it are very Bar- 
barous, they drive no Trade at all, 

what we call Robbing, they call Gaiu- 
ing from the Encmy, and- whatever 
they purchaſe with their Blood , they 
count {till the bravclier, and moſt Ho- 
neſtly gotten ; and would be aſhamed 
ot any other Title to. it. This man 
being the molt powertul in his Coune 
ry, 
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try, Valliant and Skilfull in Sea AE 
fairs, wasa long time the Terrour of 
all che Coaſts ot 'Greece and Italy , he 
had Mercy,-and Generoſity more then 
his Ceuntry, or indeed his Profethon 
allowed of, naturally and without 
knowing they were Vertues: As there 
arc in the North, ſome Veins of Gold 
as perfect as thoſe in the 1ndies, 
though not in ſo great quantity. So 
natuye in all Climates does produce 
now and than an extraordinary Ge- 
nius, which ſhe inſtructs and cul- 
tivates her felf , and indues with all 
imaginable perfection without help 
of Art. As. Orcantes ( for fo this 
Pyrate wascalled ) was looking over . 
his Captives and the Prize he had got-" 
ten. The Majeſty and Beauty that ſhin- 
ed in Zelindas Face, compe!ledhim to | 
ask her who ſhe was, ſhe anſwered ſhe : 
was a Spaniard, and her name was Ze- | 
lidan , Nephew to the Captain of that 
Veſſel, hehad taken, that ſhe wiſhe 
her {clt with him, and eſteemed him 
happy to have preſerved his Liberty 
with the loſs of his Life: She faid 
this with a mecn worthy of a better 
Fore 
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Fortune, and with an afſurance more 
uſual in the Conquerours then the 
vanquiſht, her Conſtancy, her Courage, 
prevailed more on-the Generous Diſ- 
polition of the Captain ,-then all the 
mean Submithop of the reſt , he was 
charmed with the Greatneſs of her 
Mind, and Beauty of her Perfon, and 
deſired her to be of good Courage, 
fince ſhe was fallen into the hands of 
one, who made Slaves of none but 
ſuch as deſerved to be ſo. That for 
himſelf he ſought Glory more then 
Gain upon the Sca, and took more 

ure to give -Liberty, then to 
make Slaves, That he left the reft of 
the Prize to his Souldiers, and defired 


I only Zelidan for himſelf, and that the 


hrſt brave Action they were in, 
ſhould be his Ranſfome. And Sir, aid 
he ,. If the advantages of your Mind, 


© anſwer thoſe of your Perſon, I ſhall ſoon 


be more a Captive to your Worth, then 
you are to my Arms. Zelinda, who Cx» 
pected nothing of this nature froma 
Barbarian, and a Pyrate , was almoſt as 
much amazed as he was pleaſed;and the 
loſs of Liberty, as a Slave to Orantes, 
was 


* 64 ZELINDA, a Romance, 
was ſomuch more ſupportable then it 
would have been to her ; as Wiſe to 
the Prince of Tarentum , that ſhe -be, 
n to bear it with ſome ſort of fatis- 
faction. She thought there was no. 
misfortune but to be given to another, 
nor no Happineſs but to be Married 
to Alcidalis; Al! things clſe were in- 
different to her, And fo her great 
Soul worthy of the Empire of the 
World, ſubmitted to her preſent con- 
dition with 1cſs concern ” then the 
meancſt Seaman that was"taken- with 
her. But Zelidas for fo we muſt here- 
after call her, beſides that Heaven 
had given her all Advantagious Qua- 
litics, both of Mind and Body , was 
inducd with all thoſe Graces, which al- 
molt inſcn{ibly create-Love & Reſpect, 
born to command and not to obey: 
She ſoon got the aſccndant over her 
new Maſicr, the Slaves, Souldiers, 
Seamen, all loved her {o well , that 
ſhe Governed abolutcly ,”in the Veſlcl 
where ſhe was Priſoner; fſceing the 
kingncls Oraztcs had for her, ſhe judged 
that it would turn to Love, it once 
ſhe were diſcoyeredz and then his+ine 
cli* 
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clinition ( which clie would be of 
great advantage to her ) would be 
infallibly her ruine : She took all the 
care imaginable to conccal her ſelf con- 


Þ tinually exerciſing her Courage, and 


all theſe Qualities that her Scx is leaſt 
capable of. They pai all that Summer 
without ever landing , but to take in 
Freſh-Water , in which time the new 
Zelidan ſignalized himſelf on all occa- 
fions : There was no Veſſel taken 
where he was not the firſt Aboard 3 
that the Pirate found no difhculty 
to pay him thefull eſteem and friend- 
ſhip he had promiſed ; The Winter 
coming on, and the Sea growing fuller 
of fears , then hopes even for Pyrates 
themſelves, they laid up. their :Veſlel 
in the firſt Port of Barca: Orantes gave 
Zelidan his Liberty with a great 
many Complements, and log 
of perpetual Friendſhip : He deſired to 
bring him to Court , ſaying he would 
ſhew the King the Richelt Prize he 
ever took upon the Sea. In the mean 
while Alridalis who was informed of 
the Queens whole proceeding, believed 


Zelinda in the Amns of the Prince of 
Tarentum, 
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Tarentzrm, and thought her capable} 
though not ofloving, yet of ſuffering 
another , the generous reſolution c 
ſtarving her ſelf to death , which Ze- 
linda was ready to have executed , Al- 
cidalis was not able toimagine: But 
after he had given ſome time to a help- 
leſs and a moſt ſpeechleſs ſorrow , he 
loft all fear, all reſpet, together 
with his hope, and had no othey 
though but that of Revenging himſelf 
wm mediately upon the Queen, or & 
forcing Zelinda from the Arms of- the 
Princ2 of Tarentum, But at laſt his 
Body being unequal to the violent Agi- 
tations of his Mind , be fell into a 
Feavour, accompanicd with ſuch Ra- 
ving Fits, as all that knew their true 
caufe ,. had reaſon to believe he would 
never outlive them he was in a ſhort 
time without any ſtrength , and which 
was happieſt for him without any 
thought at- all: thus Fortune can 
mock at all our Purpoſes, and conhne 
him a whole Month to his Chamber ; 
Who threatned ftraight to ſearch the 
Whole World for Zelinds. A Fea- 
vour, Love , and Jealouſy, which are 

CCI- 
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certainly the greateſt ills of Mind and 
Body , raged at once in Alcidalis,every 
one of them with their moſt deſperate 
Circumſtances: So that each {cemed 
mcurable and altogether unſupport- 
able': But at length contrary to all 
expecation he recovered, but with 
his Health, his Gricf , his Love , and 
all cares xeturned 3 ſo that without 
ſtaying tillhe was perfe&ly recovered, 
or making any one acquainted with his 
dchgne , ſtole out of Saragoſa”, and 
going a by way to the Kingdom: of 
Valentia, he embarqued at the neareſt 
Port, and paſt over into Italy : Where 
he hoped to ſee Zelinda, which ex- 
> peftation was all the Happineſs he was 
4} capable of in her abſence ; The falſe 
rucy Zelinds had better Fortune.then the 
true one, and her defignes better 
OItY ſucceſs, ſhe had, as obſerved, a mode- 
rate Beauty , and that kind of under- 
ſtanding that gives us cunning and ſub- 
IN tility fox the Afﬀairs ef the World, 
ſceing what a dangerous buſineſs ſhe 
had undertaken , ſhe endeavoured all 
ſhe could to gaine the Prince her Hus- 
-4- | bands Heart, and ſo fortific her ſelf 
againſt 
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againſt all accidents : He was of thoſe 
years wherein men begin to feel the 
approaches 'of Old Age, and to be 
fomewhat leſs confident of themſelves, 
and where the maſt reaſonable and beſt 
defer ving carinot hope to' be loved by 
Women, but out of gratitude or duty : 
$5 that the Beauty, Conduct, and
